Some New Tyres. 


T is more than satisfactory to be able 
to say that at last some evidence of 
real improvement in the manufacture 
of tyres isto be seen. The tyres that 
are now available are in every wav 

genuine improvements on those that fell 
to the ordinary motorist’s lot in pre-war 
days. To a large extent this improvement 
has been assisted and encouraged by car 
manufacturers’ recognition of the wisdom 
of fitting as large a size tyre as is reasonably 
possible to their cars. This has led to the 
development of the “ over size’’ tyre and 
has. been accompanied by a definite 
improvement in the design and manufac- 
ture of the tyres themselves. The system 
of making car tyres on the moulding 
principle, while not entirely new, is new 
in so far as it was previously only adopted 
for special tyres, whereas now there is 
quite a number of tyres made on this 
principle. 

The Dunlop Magnum type cord tyres 
are to be made only in standard inch sizes, 
but Magnum tyres, not of the cord type, 
are being made in all standard sizes. <A 
special feature of the new Dunlop tyres 
is the large size in which some of them are 
being produced, and much interest has been 
shown in the huge pneumatic tyres in- 
tended for use on light lorries and char-a- 
bancs. If pneumatic tyring is to become 
common on heavy types of vehicles, the 
evil effect that these have on the roads 
will be very much reduced, and the inno- 
vation is one that deserves the welcome and 
encouragement of every motorist. Such 
tyres have, of course, their limitations in 
that it is necessary that a power-driven 
inflator shall be available for their inflation ; 
but this, from some points of view, may 
be regarded as a commendable limitation 
in that it is likely to encourage car manu- 
facturers to fit an engine-driven tyre pump 
as part of the equipment of their cars. 
It is to us incomprehensible that any first- 
class cars should be supplied without an 
engine-driven tyre pump as part of their 
standard equipment, but the fact remains 
that the Armstrong-Siddeley is almost

unique among British cars in having an 
engine-driven tyre pump as part of its 
standard equipment. 

With special reference to the Dunlop 
tyres, it is advisable to point out that 
for the present orders can only be accepted 
for execution in the older types of tyres, 
the grooved, steel studded and plain.

For Cars not Fitted with 
Magnetos. 


It is evident that the accumulator 
and coil ignition, with a high tension dis- 
tributor, will become increasingly popular 
in future, and the many cars that have 
hitherto favoured the magneto without 
any question on the matter are dispensing 
with this expensive unit and adopting coil 
ignition. This, of course, is not a reversion 
to old practice, although on the surface 
it might appear to be so. The new system 
of ignition, with accumulator and coil, is 
on quite a different plane from the old 
method of accumulators that had to be 
removed from the car for recharging. 
Messrs. Brown Brothers are now intro- 
ducing to the public market a high tension 
distributor which may be fitted to cars 
having no magneto or on which the owner 
is desirous of having an auxiliary system of 
ignition. The device is not new, as it has 
proved its worth on war service in many 
different spheres. 


Brolt Lighting and Starting 
Equipment. 


As it is comparatively recently that we 
dealt with Brolt lighting and starting equip- 
ment, we do not now propose to give any- 
thing like a detailed account of this equip- 
ment as available for next season, except 
to repeat that the dynamo incorporates a 
special fan cooling system which secures 
cool ‘running and jso makes possible the 


manufacture of a machine of much less 
weight than is normal for a given output, 
or conversely a much larger output for a 
given weight. The 6 volt dynamo, with

an output of 6 amps, known as the D.V. 2, 
weighs but 8lb., and the 12 volt dynamo, 
with a capacity of 12 amos, known as 
the D.V. 5, weighs but 18lb. Brolt dynamos 
were used on the R 34 on her Atlantic 
trip, and the illustration reproduced is of 
the type used on that occasion. 


A Useful Jack. 


The Parsons Non-Skid Co., Limited, 
are, of course, still making a_ special 
feature of their detachable non-skid tyres, 
but two extra lines have been intro- 
duced in the form of a spare wheel carrier 
specially designed to prevent any possible 
damage to the wheel by rubbing, the 
main principle of its construction and 
working being quite evident from the 
illustration, and also a chain jack, this 
being a jack operated by an ordinary link 
chain instead of the usual tommy bar. 
The advantages of chain operation for 
the’ jack ,are, of course, very considerable, 
as once the instrument itself has been

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is the patent flexible vernier magneto 
coupling, which, as its name suggests, is an 
apparatus for securing delicate adjustment 
between the magneto and its driving shaft. 
The coupling consists of three parts, two 
serrated flanges, one of which is mounted 
on the magneto shaft and the other on the 
engine shaft, and between the two is inter- 
posed a rubber compound disc, serrated 
on each of its faces, the teeth corresponding 
with those of the two metal flanges, but the 
number of teeth on one of which is greater 
by one than that of the other. By altering 
the coupling one tooth at a time, the timing 
of the spark is altered to a very small 
degree, this corresponding to the differ- 
ence between the number of teeth, and is, in 
effect, one three hundred and eightieth of a 
revolution or less than one degree. The 
amount of adjustment that is possible is 
unlimited. We give illustrations of two 
other useful Simms accessories, the first 
a complete vulcanizing outfit, capable of

dealing with any necessary tyre repairs, and 
the second, a magnetically operated petrol 
gauge. 


The Marles Steering Gear, 


A very interesting innovation in the 
way of a new method of operating the 
steering of a car was to be seen at the last 
Olympia Show, and it is adopted on several 
new cars. By way of example we may men- 
tion the Ruston Hornsby, the Varley 
Woods and the Elmo, the only electric car 
in the Show. The Marles steering gear 
is quite different from the ordinary worm 
and worm wheel which it is intended to 
replace, and in it cams operate upon a 
shaft having a roller at each end. The 
illustrations that are reproduced make 
the internal construction of the steering 
gear quite clear, but some explanation as 
to the means by which it operates is 
necessary. 

The cams are placed vertically on the 
steering column, the upper beinz set in 
the reverse way to the lower one, so that 
the highest point in its profile is vertically 
above the lowest point of the lower one. 
The short shaft lies parallel to the steering 
column and has a roller on each end in 
contact with the top and bottom cams 
respectively, and is pivoted centrally 
between the two. If the steering column 
be rotated, the upper cam pushes the lower 
in one direction, while the rotation of the 
lower cam allows the lower roller to follow 
it at exactly the same speed, and this 
action takes place with a constant line 
contact between the cams and the rollers, 
this constant line contact being perhaps the 
main feature from a mechanical point of 
view of the gear. As the rollers are fitted 
with roller bearings and the column and 
rocker arm spindle are fitted with ball 
bearings, there is no motion other than a 
rolling motion in the whole device, the 
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rubbing action which inevitably takes 
place in a conventionally designed steering 
gear being entirely eliminated. This, of 
course, should make for a vast improve- 
ment in wearing properties and that this 
is the case in practice is proved by the 
existence of a sample gear which has done 
at least 60,000 miles and shows no sign of 
wear in any of its parts. 


A Constant Gear Ratio. 


A feature of the gear that is not 
evident at first sight is the fact that the 
ratio between the steering wheel and the 
front wheels is the same on both locks, 
on all other steering gears this ratio being 
higher when the car is being turned to 
the right than to the left, but constant 
ratio is obtained in the Marles gear by the 
special contours of the cams. Another 
special feature of the gear is connected 
with its ratios in the fact that the ratio 
between the front wheels and the steering 
wheels increases as the lock is increased. 
In other words, slight deviations from the 
straight line of travel, such as alone are 
necessary when the car is travelling at 
high speeds, may be effected by a normal 
amount of movement of the steering wheel, 
but when the car is being driven slowly 
round particularly sharp corners, as for 
instance, when it is being driven into or 


out of garage, or being turned round in the . 


road, the amount of turning that is 
necessary on the steering wheel is very 
much less than is the case with the ordinary 
type steering gear. 

The gear is entirely free from back- 
lash, a certain amount of which is always 
necessary with the ordinary type gear in 
order to allow of the presence of oil or 
grease between the bearing surface. The 
Marles gear works without any lubricant 
whatever and consequently no clearance 
or backlash needs to be present when the 
gear is new. If backlash is present it is 
bound to increase, but it does not follow 
that if there is none at all it is bound to 
develop, and for this reason it is a perfectly 
reasonable claim made for the Marles 
steering gear that it is without backlash 
when it is new and also throughout the 
whole of its life. 


“ Irreversibility.” 


The (irreversibility of his steering 
gear is a claim that used to be put forward 
by practically every car maker, but it will 
be noted that in no modern catalogue of a 
first class car is such a claim even suggested. 
It is a fact that no steering gear is abso-

creation of a large gear reduction between 
steering gear and road wheels. In other 
words, there is no attempt at irrever- 
sibility, but simply an attempt to enable the 
driver to overcome road shocks with ease 
by virtue of the extra leverage at his 
disposal. The Marles is not different from 
other gears in this respect. It is not 
irreversible, but the gear reduction that 
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it provides makes it as nearly irreversible 
as any other. 

One’s impressions of the Marles steering 
gear after a careful inspection are that it is 
one of those great novelties that relies 
to a very small extent indeed on its novelty 
for its success. It is a piece of mechanism 
that is both scientifically and simply con- 
structed and there is no doubt that it has 
before it a very considerable future as a 
component of what is a very important and 
somewhat delicate detail of a’ car. 


A New Anti-Theft Device. 


Among the new anti-theft devices 
recently introduced, the Dakin steering 
lock is particularly interesting. It relies 
for its operation on the locking of the 
steering wheel by means of a combination 
lock, fitted to the steering column and serves 
to lock this rigidly in position. Obviously,

when the lock is in operation, it is impossi- 
ble to steer the car, so that the Dakin has 
the effect of making the car practically 
immovable by towing, as it is of course 
difficult, if not impossible, to tow away a 
car that cannot be steered. The code of 
the lock can be changed as often as may 
be desired, and it is claimed for it that the 
device is absolutely fool proof. 


Rotax Electric Equipment. 

Everything in the way of electric 
equipment for the car from a starting 
motor to a switch board and an electric 
horn or inspection lamp is included in the 
new range of accessories dealt with in the 
latest Rotax publication. Rotax electric 
equipment is already firmly established 
and widely known and has received a 
large measure of appreciative comment 
from both users and critics. Starters of 
new types are illustrated in the list, the 
prices ranging from {16 tos. for the light 
car starter, to £35 for heavy vehicles with 
high powered engines.

MOTOR TAXATION 


HE recent article on “ Legislative 

Reform contributed to CouNTRY 

Lire by “ W. H. J.” ferms a very 

interesting review of the whole 

situation, but at least as regards 
motor taxation it is inevitable that: there 
will be some who disagree with certain of 
the suggestions put forward. This whole 
matter is now being very seriously dis- 
cussed, and there are many and diverse 
schcols of thought. I fear that it is 
useless to discuss the pros and cons of a 
fuel tax, since the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has now made it definitely 
known that he is determined to abandcn 
the petrol tax in favour of some alternative. 
In theory fuel taxaticn is the best, because 
it reflects the use made of the rcad by each 
vehicle. In practice it is complicated 
and expensive to collect and it cannot 
be made equitable because it fails to tax 
the motive power of steam and electric 
vehicles. We must, therefcre, ¢ive up cur 
present system which is, of ccurse, a com- 
bination of the petro] tax with a scale ci 
license duties payable by the owners of 
private motor cars and motor cycles. 
This position forces us to consider seriously 
whether future taxation should be based 
upon the present formula for horse-power, 
upon a revised formula, or upcn some 
totally different basis. I notice that 
“W. HH. Jj.” faveurs the 
Dendy - Marshall formula, 
which takes into account 
the numbery of cylinders, their 
bore, stroke and the speed 


of revolution of the crank shaft. I do 
not think that this would be satis- 
factory in practice, because the speed of 
revolution would be extremely difficult to 
check. If we omit this factcr we come 
down to a formula based on the total 
cubic capacity of the engine’s cylinders. 
It seems to me that if we are to tax cna 
power basis at all, we could not do better 
than the basis of cubic capacity. The 
present formula, which takes no acccunt 
of stroke, is obviously illogical. Even cn 
this questicn, however, we cannot expect 
any complete agreement. Manufacturers 
who build long stroke ensines weuld, 
naturally, prefer the present formula to be 
perpetuated ; those who build shcrt stroke 
or “square” engines would favour a 
change. 

Taxation «n the basis of weight has 
been suggested as an alternative. This, 
I think, would be satisfactory as applied to 
commercial motor vehicles, and possibly 
to motor cycles, but it would be very 
difficult to apply private motor cars liable 
at any time to be fitted with new bodies 
or to have their bodywork so altered as to 
make an appreciable difference to the 
weizht. Another suggestion is taxaticn on 
price. This acticn has some suppcrters, 
but, personally, it seems to me undesirable 
as tending to encourage slipshcd ccnstruc- 
tion and the use of infericr materials. 

I differ from ‘“‘ W. H. J.” principally 
as rerards the treatment which should be 
accorded to the commercial motcr vehicle. 
We must, I think, recognise that this is an

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essential imp'ement of our national trans- 
port system, and that, as such, it must 
be let off more lightly than a class of vehicle 
which, though often used for business 
purposes, may be, and sometimes is, used 
solely for pleasure. 

We shall, I suppose, never reach any 
complete agreement as to the relative 
importance of the various causes of wear 
and tear of the roads. The owner of a 
light, fast car will be inclined to attribute 
road damaze almost entirely to weight, 
particularly that of solid-tyre vehicles. 
The owner of a slow moving heavy vehicle, 
on the other hand, will be disposed to 
argue that road wear is caused largely 
by the sucking action of the pneumatic 
tyres of fast moving vehicles. The one 
point on which I think nearly everybody 
is in agreement is that some special extra 
tax should be imposed on all metal-tyred 
vehicles. The metal tyre is only necessary 
in a very few special cases, and, as compared 
with the rubber tyre, either solid or 
pneumatic, should generally be discouraged. 
The whole question of taxation is a very 
difficult one and it seems to me that we must 
approach it in the spirit of give and take. 
If the various sections of the motoring 
community try each to put the main 
burden of taxation on the others, the result 
can only be controversy, leading probably 
to exaggerated statements of the injury 
done to the roads by the various types of 
vehicle and, therefore, to taxation all 
round upon an unreasonably heavy scale.

The Folkestone to Cologne Airy Mail.— 
The aerial mail from Folkestone to Cologne 
has been discontinued. Almost since the 
commencement of the occupation of Rhine- 
land by the Allied troops the aerial mail 
service from England to Germany has 
been in operation, and so reliable and 
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regular had it become that one had almost 
come to look upon it as established for 
all time. That it was efficient is proved 
by the fact that during the week ended 
August 16th over 7,000lb. of postal matter 
was safely carried from this country to 
the troops in Germany. Of forty-five 
journeys commenced only one was not 
completed. The service was carried out 
by two squadrons of the R.A.F., one of 
which was equipped with D.H. 9A aero- 
planes fitted with 400 h.p. ‘‘ Liberty” 
engines, while the other was provided 
with D.H. 9 aeroplanes fitted with 230 h.p. 
Siddeley Puma” engines. The former 
type of machine performed the complete 
journey in 3h. 14mins., while the latter, 
equipped with a much less powerful type 
of machine, took only 8mins. longer. 
The average weight carried per journey 
was over r6olb.

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THE INTERNATIONAL JUNIOR TRACTOR 


T does not often happen that two such machines as the 

Titan tractor and the International Junior are marketed 

by the same house. Each, broadly speaking, is typically 

representative of one of two schools of thought in respect 

of tractor construction, and the two schoo!s are opposed. 
The former is an example of the older type, and its distinguishing 
features are its substantial two-cylinder engine and its com- 
paratively greater 
weight. That the 
ideas which it 
embodies are not of 
the newest docs not 
at all diminish the 
respect in which it 
isheld. Those ideas 
have still many 
adherents among 
experts both in the 
design and use of 
traciors, and I necd 
make no reference 
to the work of the 
Titan in the field— 
it is too well known. 

The Interna- 
tional Junior is 
fitted with a high- 
speed automobile 
type engine with 
four cylinders. Its 
gear-box also 
follows oa,the same lines as that of a motor car, and the chassis 
conforms generally to the most recent practice in tractor construc- 
tion, which is modelled to a considerable extent on that of a car 
or commercial motor vehicle. It differs only in one important 
feature—the final drive to the rcar wheel is by means of a pair 
of roller chains, and not by enclosed gears or worm and wheel. 

Its appearance is unusual but neat. The impression of 
bulkiness which is sometimes given with the radiator placed in 
front is entirely removed in this case by the Renault type of 
bonnet, sloping up with a plain front to a radiator which is 
bread rather than tall. The outstanding advantage of a bonnet 
of this kind is the imp-oved accessibility which it affords, when 
lifted, to the engine and its minor components. In this case, 
too, an additional convenience is afforded by making the sides 
of the bonnet capable of being opencd independently, which is 
not usual. 

The engine is what is termed in motoring circles a monobloc. 
The cylinders are all cast together, and are also in one with the 
top main portion of the crank case. An objection which is 
frequently urged to this type of construction is that, in the 
event of one of the cylinders being scored, or sligntly damaged, 
there is a possibility that the unfortunate owner may have to 
replace the whole block, which is a very expensive matter. 
In order to reduce this possibility to an improbability, the cylin- 
ders of the International Junior are lined with plain sleeves, 
which are replaceable at small cost. Inspection doors of ample 
size, and quickly removable, are fitted in the wall of the crank 
case, and the construction is such that all the main bearings 
are held in the upper portion of the casting, which renders it 
possible in case of need for the under part to be removed entirely 
without disturbing the crankshaft. This is useful when the 
coanecting-rod bearings need adjusting. The valves are of 
the overhead type and are entirely enclosed, together with the 
operating gear, by a dust-tight cover, which, however, is only 
secured by two nuts, and may therefore be quickly removcd 
whenever access to the valves is desired. The two characteristics 
of the tractor, accessibility and dust- 
proofness, are thus typically exemplified 
in the valve gear. Even the tractor pee 
user’s old enemy, the fan belt, has been 
eliminated, and its place taken by 
totally enclosed and invisible gears. 
There is no water pump, the cooling 
water being automatically circulated. 
The induction pipe blankets the exhaust 
pipe, so that ample heat is available to 
vaporise the paraffin, on which, of course, 
the engine runs. Ignition is provided for 
by a high-tension magneto, with which 
is incorporated a special device whereby 
a good spark is afforded at slow engine 
speeds, so as to facilitate starting. 

The gear-bex is laid across the 
chassis, and affords three speeds forward, 
of 1}, 2} and 4 miles per hour when the 
engine is revolving at its normal speed 
of 1,000 r.p.m. Between engine and 
box is a clutch, composed of many 
discs, alternate ones being drivers and 
driven. The first reduction of gear is 
by means of a pair of bevels, while 
the differential, which is also inside

the box, is on the final drive shafts, at the outer ends of 
which are the sprocket pinions which transmit the drive to 
the rear wheels by roller chains. 

The tractor is spring mounted, boih at the front and at the 
rear. The front axle supports the channel steel frame. at the 
centre of the foremost cross member, a strong coiled spring 
intervening between axle and chassis. Coil springs are also used 
for the rear axle, one under each side of the frame immediately 
behind the axle. Rebound springs are also fitted. It will 
be gathered from this description that the tractor is three-point 
supported on its axles, which is a valuable feature, as it relieves 
the framework and mechanism from much of the stress which 
it would otherwise have to sustain when the tractor was negotia- 
ting uneven ground, which, even in the flattest of fields, is 
generally encountered at the headlands when the driver, as in 
duty bound, runs as near to the hedge as he dare in order to 
diminish the size of the headland which he leaves. 

The steering is motor car type and. is controlled by a wheel 
of large diameter. On the steering column are fixcd the control 
levers for the ignition and throttle. The latter is also regulated 
by a governor, so that the speed of the engine cannot exceed 
1,000 r.p.m. The change-speed levers are close to the driver’s 
left hand, and the clutch and brake are operated by pedals. 

The tractor is intended for general purpose work, and is 
fitted with a belt pulley driven through a pair of gears in the gear- 
box, which are engag.d by means of a lever similar to.and by the 
side of the. change-speed lever. This arrangement puts the pulley 
under the control of the engine clutch, and it is therefore necessary 
that there should be an effective system of locking the various gears, 
so that a.driving g-ar and the pulley g:ar.may not he inaction 
together. The nced for this provision has not been overlooked. 

This brief description may fittingly be concluded by a 
categorical presentment of the principal dimensions of the 
tractor. Its four-cylinder engine is of 25.6 h.p. according to 
the R.A.C. rating, the cylinders being -of gin. and 5in. bore 
and stroke respectively. The over-all length of the machine 
is 11ft. and its width 5ft. 4ins., while its height is 5ft. 53ins. 
The rear wheels are 3ft. 4ins. diameter by loins. wide, those 
at the front being 2ft. 8ins. diameter and 4ins. wide. The 
belt pulley is 12}ins. diameter and 8}ins. wide. The weight 
of the complete machine is 4,050lb., and its price, as given in 
the catalogue of the Lincoln Tractor Trials, is £300. 


SPARE PARTS FOR TRACTORS. 


Among the things which I understand were taken into 
account by the judg.s at the Lincoln Trials were the facilitics 
provided by the maker or importer of the tractor for the rapid 
renewal of worn or broken parts. Any difficulty in the way 
of the obtaining of spare paris will score against the particular 
tractor involved in the report. This is, of course, quite as it 
should be, and I look to sce the idea further exiended in future 
trials. The responsiblity of the user of the tractor in this 
regard, however, is frequently overlookcd. Having bought 
a machine which must, on the nature of things, wear its parts 
out in time, even if it docs not mcet with an accident, a wise 
owner will surcly take care to kccp a small stock of those few 
parts which may in the ordinary course of events require renewal 
occasionally. In some cases—as, for instance, the G.O. tractor— 
the makers insist on the buyer taking a ccrtain minimum of 
spares with each tractor, the price at which the machine is 
sold covering the cost of the spares. The idea is certainly a 
good one and worthy of imitation. As regards the folly of

I heard recently, which involvcd the laying up of a tractor for 
a whole day in the middle of the ploughing scason, on account 
of a broken valve spzting.

THE PANTHER IN THE HIMALAYAS.—II 


WAS walking one evening at dusk near my camp when I 

heard a panther calling in the jungle across the river. They 

say that they do so in the autumn of the year when calling 

for a mate, but only for five days. I had not heard him 

before, and did not know how many days he might have been 
on the rampage, but I decided to go into the jung.e at the same 
hour the following evening and wait for him, to sce if I could 
not get a shot. I did so. Starting about an hour before dark, 
I made my way to the jungle and seated myself near where I 
expected that he would appcar. I waited patiently and was 
on the point of giving it up, for it was beastly cold and getting 
dark, when I heard the welcome music. I moved as quietly 
as possible towards the sound, until judging that I must be some- 
where near, I again sat down and waited. After a few moments 
I heard him again, and this time quite close to me, so I crept 
cautiously through the jungle towards him. I caught sight of 
him, but he was moving away from and slightly below me. I 
could only get glimpses of him as he passed small open spaces 
in the scrub, but as I have said, it was g-tting dark, and knowing 
that I should get no better chance, I put up my rifle and fired ; 
it was only a snap shot, but he fell to it, and I thought I had got 
him and moved to the spot expecting to see him dcad. I found, 
however, that he was only wounded, and had made off down 
the mountain side. I followed on the blood, until I tracked him 
into a small picce of very dense scrub, from which I found, by 
walking round it, that he had not emerged. It was now so dark 
that I could not see the foresight of my rifle, and knowing that 


-he could not go far, I decided to leave him until the next day. 


The following morning I collected some Coolies and procecded 
to the spot to try te drive him out. I took precautions that 
the coolics should be in no danger, for the piece of scrub in which 
I believed the panther still to be was of small dimensions, and 
the beat was to be from above, and there was no necessity to go 
close to it since the rolling of boulders into the bushes would be 
sufficient to drive the panther out if he were there. The g ound 
below was kept quite open so as to give him plenty of room to 
escape, and I p'anted myself on a rise in the ground at right- 
angles to the beaters where I thought I could get a fair shot 
The beat had hardly.commenced when he bolted, as I had 
anticipated, but too low down and, unfortunately, I could get 
no shot; he was in full view of the beaters, who reported him 
to be going very lame. We followed him, and had not gone far 
when we heard a hullabaloo in front, and on going to the spot 
we found that it was a coolie who had come out to see the 
fun, and, coolie like, planted himself behind a bush straight 
in front of my beaters. He was, as it happened, just in the 
line of retreat of the panther, who, naturally, went for him, but 
he was weak from his wound and did not do him much damage. 

I halted the coolies and then lined them along the mountain 
side well above where the panther had been seen, with instruc- 
tions to roll down boulders on to him and so move him, while 
I went to an opening in front and below to wait for a shot. 
Nothing came of this for some time, but he at last sprang out of a 
thick piece of brushwood, and instead of coming my way turned 
back, though not in the direction of my beaters. Unfortunately, 
here again he came across another man, who had, unknown ‘io 
me, joined the party to see the fun, and mauled him also. He, 
too, was sent off to be treated and warned to be more careful 
in future ! 

We now turned back to follow the panther, judging that he 
must have gone a good bit ahead, but we were mistaken, for we 
had not proceeded many yards when he again sprang out, and

this time seized one of my coolies, and although I was within 
a few yards of him I dared not fire for fear of hitting the man. 
The paather seized him by the arm, but left him at once, and he 
was not seriously damagd. 

He had now got into some jungle into which it was quite 
impracticable to follow him, so I went for a shot-gun and fired

shots into it at different places, but failed to move him. As 
a last resort I sent for some dogs kept by shepherds to guard 
their flocks from panthers and bears, hoping that they would 
scent him out and g-ve me achance! They were, however, at a 
distant village and did not arrive before dark. On the following 
morning, in a deluge of rain, took the dogs to the spot, but there 
was no scent, and afcer a couple of hours I gave itup. Some days 
later I came across him in the open and got him. .I found that 
my first shot had hit him on the point of the shoulder, which 
the bullet had g.azed, carrying away a portion of the bone, but 
not breaking it. It was sufficient, however, to deprive him 
completely of the use of the left arm, which was fortunate for 
the men whom he attacked. 

It is very seldom that one gets chances such as those I 
have related. Sitting up over a kill, in these mountains at all 
events, is seldom of any use, so I devised another mcans of 
circumventing panthcrs, and that was to make them shoot them- 
selves. To work a zareeba, it is first necessary to get news of a 
kill, and having satisfied one’s self that the kill has not been 
touched, but has been kept exactly as it was left by the 
panther, to build a wall of thorns around it, leaving a narrow 
entrance. At right angles to the entrance drive in two stout 
stakes with crooks at the top on which to 
rest the gun, the muzzle of which should 
be pointing 18ins. above the ground. 
Opposite the muzzle of the gun make a 
platform of twigs on which the panther 
must step to get into the zareeba 
and to reach the carcase. Make a 
bow of pliant wood, and before fasten- 
ing the two ends together, pass the 
bow string through the trigger guard 
and in front of the right trigger. 
Bind the bow to the stock of the gun 
so that the bow string is tight up 
against the trigger, then to the centre 
of the bow string attach a cord and 
lead it under the barrels to the platform 
in front of the zareeba; drive a_ stick, 
bent into the shape of a croquet hoop, 
firmly into the ground, tie a slip of wood 
3ins. or 4ins. long to the end of the cord, 
which is attached to the bow string, lift 
one end of the platform and kcep 
it up with the slip of wood and 
the croquet hoop. The panther, step- 
ping on the platform, releases the 
slip of wood, the bow string flics 
back against the trigger, and he is 
bagged! R. H. Tyacke. 
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Sir.’

WHAT WILL BE IN VOGUE EARLY IN. THE NEW YEAR 


N face of the rivalry set up by the 

all-in-one frock and long wrap-coat 

the tailor-made has had to look to 

its laurels, and it is doing so to 

good purpose. Reports reaching me 
from authentic quarters predict a_ big 
revival in the early days of spring and 
a complete and drastic change of silhouette. 
Indeed, the change is already to be seen 
by those who have their eyes open and 
seek the right sources. Of the dual alliance 
the coat easily takes the first place. 
Skirts may be—indeed, there is every 
good reason to believe they will be—a 
little longer and in consequence a trifle 
wider, although the slim appcarance is 
to more or less obtain; and there are 
several indications that point to pleated 
skirts, which solve the problem of how 
to walk with ease, retaining at the same 
time the requisite slim appearance. 

But the coat is the crux, and the 
distinctive feature of this will be a close- 
fitting upper part—so, chéres amies, look 
to your figures—with a decided flare 
below the hips. These are not, be it 
understood, in the lIcast fussy; on the 
contrary, they are extraordinarily trim 
and neat in appearance, recalling in slight 
measure the old-time riding coats that 
accompanied the flowing skirt. Others 
there are that have obviously been inspired 
by the styles worn by men during the 
Louis XV and XVI_ periods, having 
inserted side pieces and big pocket flaps, 
while with the majority the gencral 
tendency appears to be to have the 
fronts carried right up to the throat, 
where they are met by various and 
amusing types of collars. 

Waistcoats will almost certainly prove 
an asset—surprise packets, so to Say, as 
their presence will be wholly unsuspected 
until the fronts of the coat are thrown 
open ; and in this connection I would say 
a passing word of praise to those jolly 
little sham jumpers, as they are called. 
These are to be seen everywhere just 
now, each house interested in their cause 
endeavouring to surpass all others in 
point of colour and elaboration. In them- 
selves these shams are a mere rien de 
fout, just a straight piece of material 
slung round the neck by ribbons or fancy 
straps and worn over any blouse. but 
what matters with them is their gaicty, 
for many are riotously coloured, others 
elaborately embroidered, or braided or 
stitched ; and, of course, there are further 
elaborations that verge more on_ the 
waistcoat, creations that have pockets 
and revers and various little accessories 
of that sort. But for all that they are, 
frankly, shams and are intended to be 
slipped off with the ccat. 

In materials for suits, stripes and 
checks are said to have had their day, 
self-coloured fabrics of rough rather than 
smooth texture reigning in their place. 
Serge mouflonné, djersadrap and burella 
are all spoken of favourably; and for 
colours, brown, bottle green and a dark 
blue with a certain greyish hue. I cannot 
better this latter poor description, but 
the effect, as all will say when they sce 
it, is both pleasing and original. <A 
tempered but quite obviously distinctive 
example of what is to be is figured in the 
adjoined sketch, which would carry out 
perfectly in any of the above-named 
materials, trimmed with any short-haired 
fur, and the longer side pieces lined up 
with a Futurist patterned silk that just 
reveals its presence provocatively now and 
again. The back is a replica of the front 
and so assists in throwing up the quasi 
full sides. And, when occasion arises, 
the front can have one corner thrown 
back—the collar necessarily in this case 
being a separate fitment—and the appear- 
ance achieved being that of the inset 


picture, the hiatus filled in by some 
accompanying jumper or jumper sham. 
A vast deal of consideration is given 
just now to the correct finish afforded 
every outdoor toilette by the accompany- 
ing bag and umbrella. That the mount 
of the one and the handle of the other 
shall match, or at least show some 
connecting link, is an unwritten law, 
though one that is bowed down _ before 
humbly. It is regrettable, perhaps, that 
such evidences of luxury should be 
forced upon us in these times; but 
Ia Mode has spoken. Almost instinctively 
the eye goes to these two accessories, 
which seem capable of marring the 
appearance of an otherwise well turned 
out woman. It is unthinkable, of course, 
to carry an ivory-mountcd bag with a 
tortoiseshell-handled umbrella, or vice versa; 
and should the harmonising bag not be 
forthcoming, it is wiser to fall back upon 


one of the oblong-shaped shiny leather 
hand purses, an adjunct the Parisicnne 
quickly marked down as chic and much 
to her taste. Those striped with lincs of 
white are the most attractive, and with 
their close strap at the back for the hand 
to be slipped through, these are surely 
the safest receptacle for carrying money 
about during the present crowded shopping 


hours, which is virtue addcd 
to their charm. 

Yor the covering of um- 
brellas, coloured  silik—sombre, 
of course, in tone, and in 
keeping with the rest of the 
attire—is the thing. The para- 
pluie in every way has come 
very much into its own again, 
not merely from a utility point 
of view, but also as a modish 
completion to an up-to-date 
outdoor toilette. 

Footgcear continucs to cause 
many pangs; the cost is great 
and the varying needs are many. 
With the fragile character of the 
aprés midi gowns it is impossible 
to wear stout shoes. As after- 
noon tea so frequently resolvcs 
nowadays into an impromptu thé 
dansant it is always wise to go 
prepared for such a contingency 
in the matter of footgcar. Suéde 
covers a multitude of occasions, 
but suéde shoes do not ally 
themselves happily with black 
velvet, for instance, the peculiar 
lustre of the velvet tending to 
make suéde footgear look dingy 
and a bad black.

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF 


BOMBING 


Tw peculiar feature of Mr. Paul Bewsher’s ‘‘ Green Ralls” 
(W. Blackwood and Sons, Limited) is that he does not 
content himself with a mere recital of adventures, but very 
faithfully and very frankly describes the phases of mind with 
which he went through them. This is done in a way that greatly 
enhances the interest. Instead of analysing his analysis, we shall 
try to give some idea of his method by trying, so to speak, to 
get into his shoes. A striking example will be found in his 
account of the very different conception of night that came into 
his mind after he had some experience of flying in the dark. 
Night is the time for rest, the poet tells us, when scattered 
humanity collects round the hearth and, careless of wind and 
rain, sits by the fire in a lamplit room. That is what it means to 
most of us. But tothe bomber night became day. ‘‘ Dusk is our 
dawn, and midnight is our noon,’ is the song of the bomber, 
The day was spent in preparation, and when the author is a 
man of imagination like Mr. Bewsher, visions of what may happen 
are bound to float through his mind. His forecast was not 
altogether inaccurate. Many of us must have wondered what 
the German airmen felt when they came over to bomb 
London. 

It is human nature to see only one side of the story, and we 
poor mortals below were much concerned to darken our windows 
and seek refuge while the man up in the clouds figured in most 
minds as a miscreant or ghoul. But it cannot fail to have been 
observed that a great respect was generated between the airmen 
of different nations. It found expression in many courtesies 
that did not pass between merely military or naval men. Some 
curious examples are given of the grim sympathy engendered 
between enemy airmen. The perils that had to be faced were as 
new as they were dreadful. The weather counts less than 
might have been expected, but of all the horrors the most 
ghastly seems to be that of being caught by the searchlights. 
One of the most thrilling incidents narrated in this book depends 
entirely upon this situation : . 


Then I become suddenly conscious of a glare upon the machine. I look 
down to the left, and at once I see a great dazzling eye of light, so brilliant 
and strong that it shimmers and wheels and boils as I gaze into it. We 
have been caught by a searchlight, and held. In a swift moment I see the 
long arms in the sky about us move with a common impulse towards the 
machine, until wherever I look I see eyes, cyes, eyes, in a vast circle 
around us. 

“Oh, Jimmy! They’ve got us! They've got us!” Icry out. “ Shove 
on the engines, and push her down to ninety! Keep straight on—quick ! 
quick! Push her down to ninety! 

I am as blinded as when at times I have met upon a dark country road 
at night some car with huge head-lights, whose white glare has dazzled me 
and pinned me to the side of the road in fear. Each of these searchlights 
upturned against me now are many times more brilliant than the acetylene 
lamps of a car, and there are fourteen of them. 


One knows instinciively that this is an absolutely true 
account, and it is only one of many others so vivid and true to 
life as to make the reader shudder as though he himself were 
in the position of the writer. The anti-aircraft guns were bad 
enough, but they did not produce that feeling of utter helpless- 
ness in the same way as did the searchlights. Mr. Paul Bewsher 
makes the suggestive comment that he and his friends were proud 
of being connected with the naval side of air work. They inherited 
the tradition of the Navy and gave abundant proof of possessing 
its spirit. 

We cannot praise the excellence of the book too highly. 
It is by no means the cold revelation of a scientific student, 
but the frank conversation of a man who is not afraid nor ashamed 
to tell when and why he was in a blue funk as well as to relate 
the occasions when the sense of battle and conflict steeled the 
nerves and drove away every other emotion except the desire to 
win a game in which life was the stake. The book is full of 
that determination to win with which the Germans tried to 
raise the enthusiasm of their soldiery. : 


The Doctor of Pimlico, by William le Queux. (Cassell, 7s.) 

MR. LE QUEUX comes with hands full to his chosen ones, and the rest he 
sonds empty away. The Master of Mystery has given us another sensational 
story, but with disappointment we confess that it does not hold us and make 
a cold wave of fear ripple up our backbone as we had hoped it would. We 
are told many times that the villainous Dr. Weirmarts’ craft and courage 
are amazing, and we try to believe it. We are told that a terrible and 
ghastly secret is devastating the lives of the heroine and her stepfather— 
quite properly it is not divulged until the end of the book, but by then we 
were quite certain of the solution and only hoped it would be more horrible 
than we expected—and it was not. Even Enid, the heroine, is disappointing. 
“Surely there could be few fairer women than she,” “ her face betrayed a 
spiritual nobility,” she is ‘ the ideal of an English outdoor girl”; but we 
have hardly settled down to the contemplation of the ethereal beauty of this 
exquisite creature before we are told that her appearance is “‘ half barbaric.” 
It is most upsetting. The book will hardly enlarge the already large 
circle of Mr. le Queux’s admirers, but those already established will be 
quite satisfied.
